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Labor Disputants Must — 
Heed Public’s Interests _

WASHINGTON, — Regardless of, 
the bitterness engendered by the 
coal strike many real. friends of 
labor In Washington watched. the: 
preliminaries fo the opening of con- 
gress with far Jess apprehension . 
than might have been supposed. 


But that wasn't true of some of} 


the labor lenders, 
There were several reasons for 
the fears of the latter, In the first 
place, it was no secret that a great 
‘many unlon members were. getting 
decidedly fed up with the autocratic 
methods of some of the top dogs, 
Part ofthis may have been the 
general fecling that it was time for 
a change, which the voters regis- 
tered. 60 emphatically. “Many of 
these voters were, of course, urfon 
men, Without labor's support the 
Republicins would not have made 
such great gains in many of the 
cities. : : 
I talked -to one union sian who 


| expressed this skeptical attitude to- 


ward the top leadership, He said 
there was discontent because of 
“too many strikes.” He didn’t mean 


strikes jn his own groitp, neces- 


sarily. He was referring to the fact 
that when other unions walked out 
it affected him too, He didn’t Uke 
the Idleness that he had. experi- 
enced, He resented the raising of 
his dues, He felt the pressure from 
the higher cost of Nving, which he 
did not blame entirely on big 
profits. He was not Immune to the 
argument that lack of production 
due to strikes for which he was not 
responsible was also partly to 
blame, 

His inability to control the strikes 
in other unions was hot the only 
cause of his resentment. He felt 
that his vote In diself had very Mt- 
tle effect; that “policy was hnom- 
mered out by the big fellows." 

Then, too, the storles of the fine 
homes ond the blg cars of some of 
the high officers didn't help. I found 
his attitude reflected in similar re. 
ports from other sources, 

Most of these conditions ta which 
my informant objected, of course, 
stood out at the very beginning of 
the coal strike with {ts powerful 
one-man-domination and ite crip- 
piling effect on other Industries,

Veterans’ Loans 

This column {s in recelpt of many 
letters trom veterans complaining 
that they have been unable to ob- 
taIn loans under the G.I, bill be- 
catise of lack of credit in their com- 
munities. These letters are con- 
cerned particularly with. the pur- 
chase of farms or borrowing money 
‘to operate rented farms. 

To these veterans, the suggestion 
is made that ff you have exhausted 
all avenues of credit’in your local 
comsmunityand have been turned 
*doien,«then you might apply to the 
locdl office of the Farmers Home 
administration, Jf there fs no office 
In your own county then there may 
be In a neighboring county. Your 
county agent can advise you on. this 
score, 

The Farmers Home administration 
makes loans to veterans only after 
they have been turned down for 
credit elsewhere. Disabled veterans 
also are eligible for these loans, 
since many requirements. are 
walved by the agency, They will 
make loans elther (o purchase or to 
operate a farm, for purchase of 
equipment, seed, ete, The loans run 
up to 40 years at 3% per cent and 
the maximum Is $12,000,
